recipients and patients whose hos¬ 
pitalization is authorized by the 
arthritis clinic. Under a separate 
program mentally ill and tubercu¬ 
lar patients w ill continue to receive 
treatment according to the present 
plan. 

Certain persons who qualify 
as residents are excluded from 
the plan to the extent that 
their relationship provides hos¬ 
pital lienefits. These include 
those who are entitled to re 
coive, or are receiving hospital 
benefits from the Federal 
Government; persons entitled 
to receive benefits from the 
Workmen’s Compensation 
board, and those who, accord¬ 
ing to medical reports, are no 
longer in needs of active treat¬ 
ment liospitulization. 

Non-residents, or others not 
qualified for benefits will be 
Charged a minimum rate of 
Stl.tWt, $11.9ft, StS.ttft and 
per patient day, dependent 
upon the size of hospital. 

In the ease of non-residents or 
persons not qualifying as residents 
under the plan the operational rate 
charged the patient shall be in¬ 
creased by the . amount of the 
capital per patient day cost de¬ 
termined by regulations applicable 
to the hospital in which the patient 
is hospitalized. . 

Residents of Alberta who are 
taken ill and hospitalized outside 
I he province will be covered on the 
basis of rates prevailing in hospi¬ 
tals of .a similar type within the 
province, . 

Provision is not included at the 
present time for out-patient ser¬ 
vices. A minimum schedule of rates 
is to be established and will be 
Charged to the patient by the hos-" 
pital concerned. However, munici¬ 
palities may enter into an agree¬ 
ment with nospitals covering out¬ 
patient services 

At the time of implementation of 
the plan on 1st April, 1958, chronic 
hospitals shall not be classified as 
approved hospitals. When a 
federal-provincial scheme becomes 
“effective, steps will be taken to¬ 
wards the inclusion of chronic hos¬ 
pitals as approved hospitals and 
t ligihle for benefits provided under 
the plan. 

They will not be considered for 
inclusion as approved before 1959.

Power machinery has taken a lot of the old aches 
and pains out of North American farming. But, says 
The Financial Post, progress in that respect is nothing 
compared to what is offered in. the latest brain-wave 
at Washington. This proposes that whole farms be re¬ 
tired for a period of five to ten years with Uncle Sam 
paying the owners for doing nothing. 

It’s wholesale extension of the Eisenhower soil 
bank idea which unfortunately resulted in handouts 
of up to a quarter of a million dollars to some indivi¬ 
dual big farmers but nothing much for the little 
fellows. 

Under the new plan the whole farm comes out 
of production, not just part of it. In the meantime 
Uncle Sam pays the owner a “rental” up to $10,000 
per farm per year which is more than many of these 
holdings would have sold for not long ago. But there 
must be no production, no pigs, no cotton, no wheat

Money to provide these services is derived mainly 
from two sources — municipal taxes and Provincial Government 
Grants. 

In 1956 the municipal levy in counties and municipal districts 
was $24,282,630.37 which, added to the Provincial Government 
Grant of $27,205,533.37 equalled a total of $5 1,488; 164.23. 

Provincial Government municipal grants are paid directly to 
the counties and municipal districts concerned. 

School Grants are paid directly to the School Districts and 
Divisions and Hospital Grants are paid to hospital authorities.

Evidence of coverage through a Blue Cross plan 
or insurance adequate to cover the patient’# portion of 
charges will be accepted in lieu of a deposit. However, 
the hospital shall satisfy itself that such coverage does 
exist, and where necessary to obtain payment of in¬ 
surance benefits to the hospital direct it shall obtain 
from the insured person an assignment of benefits to 
the extent of the patient’s portion of the account.

of Manitoba into the picture 
through the licensing of rust- 
resistant Ramsey, may lead to 
some reduction in Alberta acreage 
for 1958, says M. N. Grant, Cereal- 
ist at the Canada Department of 
Agriculture Experimental Farm, 
Lethbridge, Alta. 

The varieties presently recom¬ 
mended for Alberta are Stewart 
and Mindum. Their yield is simi¬ 
lar to that of bread wheats, but 
they tend to be weaker in the 
straw and are later maturing. Be¬ 
cause of this latter feature, they 
should be grown only in the south¬ 
ern part of the province. Both 
Stewart and Mindum are good 
quality durums and are eligible for 
top grades. They are moderately 
resistant to sawfly damage. 

Considerable interest was arous¬ 
ed in Ramsey last winter by -of¬ 
ferings of seed for sale. Ramsey is 
p stem-rust-resistant durum variety 
'developed in North Dakota, and 
licensed in Canada in 1957. In tests 
conducted last year by the Leth¬ 
bridge Farm at eight locations in 
Southern Alberta, no groat differ¬ 
ence in yielding ability were shown 
iraong' the varieties Ramsey, Stew¬ 
art amj Mindum.
